Decision still pending on MSR 
general eviction. . .

Many Married Students Resi- 
dence (MSR) tenants are anxiously 
awaiting for a response that will 
determine whether they may stay 
in their apartments during the 
World Junior Games, or be re- 
quired to move out for the dura- 
tion of the track and field event. 

A decision has yet to be received 
by Laurentian administration 
from the International Games 
Committee, but "a decision is ex- 
pected within a few weeks/' stated 
Romeo Bertoli, director of Student 
Services and member of the Food 
and Accommodations Committee 
for the games. 

Laurentian administration says 
it hopes that students will be per- 
muted to stay, but officials in 
charge of the securi ty for the games 



have the final say. 

Laurentian administration is 
looking into finding alternative 
accommodation for the students 
if the have to be temporarily 
evicted, and Mr. Bertoli said that 
the tenants would not be charged 
rent for the period they are living 
away from MSR. 

In either case, there will be in- 
conveniences. Mr. Bertoli said 
that, if residents were required to 
leave, they would not be able to 
enter their apartments to get pos- 
sessions once evicted. 

If they are allowed to stay, they 
would be required to wear a secu- 
rity identification ta^ tor the dura- 
tion of the games, and would also 
be subject to security checks of 
their person and their belongings 



before entering the MSR building. 

Mr. Bertoli also indicated that he 
isn't sure if MSR tenants will be 
permitted to sublet their apart- 
ments this summer. The final deci- 
sion on this issue will be determi ned 
after Laurentian officials receive a 
decision from the International 
Committee. 

MSR residents won't be the only 
ones with restricted access to the 
grounds, however. Students at- 
tending summer classes will be al- 
lowed in the Arts, Classroom and 
Sciences Buildings. 

Areas restricted to the athletes 
include; most of the residences, Stu- 
dent Street, The Great Hall and Pub 
area, the Phys-Ed area, and certain 
cordoned-off areas on the campus. 




"A decision is expected within a few weeks," says 
Director of Student Services Romeo Bertoli, 
referring to the uncertainty surrounding a pos- 
sible eviction of MSR tenants during the World 
Junior Championships. 



. . .Clear legal 
status needed

Students living in on-campus 
residences must have more 
legal protection and definite 
avenues to address problems, 
says SGA president Dave Fil- 
ion. 

Filion raised the issue of resi- 
dence concerns at the recent 
OFS lobby session, and took the 
opportunity to speak with 
ministers and M.P.P.s about 
improving the legal status of 
students living in residence. 

Filion would li ke to see the in- 
troduction of a Private 
Member's Bill that would en- 
sure that tenants of on-campus 
residences have the same pro- 
tection and rights as do stu- 
dents living in apartments or 
private residences. 

He spoke with OFS chair 
Sheena Weir shortly after the 
lobby session, and the OFS has 
agreed to look into the matter. 

Tim Stutt, OFS Information 
Officer, said that the OFS is still 
in the initial planning stage of 
determining what has to be 
done. 

"We haven't sat down to see 
what that entails," said Stutt, 
adding that the OFS will proba- 
bly circulate a survey at the 
beginning of its campaign. He 
didn't say, however, to whom 
the survey would be circulated, 
nor what it would encompass. 

Filion feels that concerns 
should address two basic areas. 

l"ht- hrst area that should be 
addressed, says Filion, is the 
problems caused by "fast track- 
ers". "Fast trackers" is the term 
given to students graduating 
from high school after complet- 
ing Grade 12 when the secon- 
dary school system phases out 



Grade 13. 

Filion said that, despite statis- 
tics indicating a 10-20 per cent 
increase in applications ex- 
pected from fast trackers, the 
government has failed to make 
appropriate provisions. He is 
concerned that accessibility 
and over-crowding of class- 
rooms and residences will re- 
sult because the government 
has neglected to increase the 
number of on-campus resi- 
dences.

Only 8 months remain until 
the opening ceremonies of the 
World Junior Championships, 
July 26-31, 1988. 

The World Junior Champion- 
ships in Athletics are not to be 
confused with the term 
'games', which suggests a 
multi-sport event. The World 
Juniors show-cases athletes in 
track and field only. Because 
this is a 'junior' event, all the 
world class athletes competing 
will be 19 years of age and 
under. 

Construction and renova- 
tions of facilities are well under 
way at Laurentian University. 
These facilities must be brought 
up to world class level. In- 
cluded in the construction are: 
the resurfacing of the existing 
track; installation of new ham- 
mer, discus and shot put pads; 
installation of a press box and 
expansion of the present 2000 
seat stadium to accommodate 
15,000 spectators. All adjust- 



ments have been designed to 
meet I.A.A.F. standards. There 
is no doubt that these facilities 
will provide benefits to Sud- 
bury and Laurentian Univer- 
sity for many years. 

The Championships will in- 
clude a wide range of track and 
field events, during which 150 
medals will be presented. The 
events will conclude on Sun- 
day, July 31st with the closing 
ceremonies, the World Junior 
Festival will begin. This gala 
event will have over 300,000 
people participating, provid- 
ing an ideal setting for the 
Championships.

On September 16, 1987, 
Robert K. MIDDLEKOOP ap- 
peared in Provincial Court, 
Barrie, charged with fraud con- 
trary to Section 338(1) of the 
Criminal Code, Canada. 

MIDDLEKOOP applied for 
assistance to attend Georgian 
College of Applied Arts and 
Technology for a 33-week 
course of studies commencing 
September, 1984. He negoti- 
ated his Ontario Study Grant 



cheque and Canada Student 
Loan, but failed to register for 
or attend any classes. 

MIDDLEKOOP pleaded 
guilty to the charge. He was im- 
prisoned for three months and 
ordered to repay the Ontario 
Study Grant as a condition of 
his two-year probation order. 

This student is barred from 
receiving further financial help 
under the Ontario Student As- 
sistance Program.

(con't from page three) 
leave in just a few hours. There 
is a cloudy, almost non-existent 
way to appeal/' said Filion. 

At Laurentian University, the 
president of the General Stu- 
dent Association is also the 
president of MSR. Filion was 
unaware that he was respon- 
sible for that position. 

"I found out two weeks ago," 
he said. 

"There are no duties defined, 
and there was never a recog- 
nized student association (for 
MSR tenants). There is no coun- 
cil and no democratic process. 
Some type of student associa- 
tion would be excellent," said 
Filion, adding that he would be 
happy to "get together with 



some people who would be 
interested (in establishing an 
MSR association)." 

The issue of legal status for 
on-campus tenants is unclear. 

The Director of Student Serv- 
ices, Romeo Bertoli, is respon- 
sible for the operation of the 
residences at Laurentian Uni- 
versity. He stated that the resi- 
dents are covered by the Land- 
lord and Tenants Act except for 
two clauses. 

The first clause stipulates that 
Laurentian University may 
raise the rent as much as they 
want, and the second clause 
says that increases in rent are 
made in consultation with the 
president of the MSR, and the 



reasons for the increase must be 
cited. Mr. Bertoli said that the 
administration is only looking 
to break even. 

OFS Information Officer Tim 
Stutt, however, says that stu- 
dents living on-campus have 
no protection. 

"Right now, they've got zip. 
They are not covered under the 
Landlord and Tenant Act," 
stated Stutt. He said that a few 
years ago the Council of Uni- 
versities tried to ensure that 
universities establish some 
consultative bodies to discuss 
the status of students living in 
residences, but there was no 
action taken.

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SGA REPORT CARD

It's time for mid-term reports. Worried? Frightened? Prepared to quit school and accept a full-time job at Mac's Milk? Fooled you! No need to worry — unless 
you're an SGA executive member — because it's time for the SGA Executive Mid-term Report Card. 

TO: Mr and Mrs. SGA, 

Please find enclosed the mid-term report of the following (in no consciously particular order). 

President Dave Filion: Dave has done a laudable job all-round. The good work he did last year seems to be continuing. While running for the position of 
Prez, he said that his "primary concern would be working with the general manager (of the SGA) to guarantee that the SGA will have continuity and pro- 
ductivity for years to come" (Lambda Vol 25, #21). Poor marks for this one. 

The relationship between the two must improve if the SGA is to increase productivity and better continuity for the future of our association. Internal problems 
must be resolved, and a more comprehensive, clearer definition of goals and responsibilities must be established. 

David's concern and interest for students is there, and he has fought for our rights on many fronts. Very good marks for his work in that area. Filly's heart 
has been in the right place, but occasionally he tends to let his mouth take over the Battle of the Organs when his head isn't even in the running. He tends 
to get over-emotional when he ought to remain collected, and if he wants to be President of the United States one day, he must learn to contain himself and 
speak like the politician he truly is. 

Poor marks, however, for wanting the entire issue devoted to announcing his achievements. He must work closer with the rest of the council in a team 
atmosphere. Mid-term grade B 

General Manager Dan Roy : Dan was hired to fill this position in September after last year's executive determined that it would be necessary to enhance 

the 'business' end of the association.Thus far, the SGA has been severely hurting in that area. 

Mr. Roy was hired as a professional employee of the SGA and is receiving a professional salary. In deference to a personal principle, I will not disclose his 

salary, but all SGA members are paying for it. You have every right to ask him or Dave Filion how much he is earning. 

He was hired to organize events, concerts, improve communication and financial accountability between the SGA and its clubs, organizations, etc. 

At first, I thought we at Lambda were to blame for some of the events we hadn't heard of until last minute (or occasionally after the event), but it seems that 

we were simply ignored or passed over. 

Mr. Roy's job involves a lot of marketing and advertising, and this has to improve. What about bumping the Young Offenders for an unadvertised Paul 

James Band . Paul James is a good catch, but what good is it to book him and not adequately advertise it to the members? How much was lost? The SGA ended 

up with a loss of $10,000 after this year's Ender Bender! 

Marketing and advertisement — as well as communication — must improve if we are to recoup our losses so far. There have been some good bands; how 

about letting us in on them. Mid-term Grade D 

VF Internal Heather Beaven : Heather, babe, you're a member of the SGA, not the Chair of the New York Debutante Committee! How about listening to 
the clubs and associations that you were elected to assist and provide funds for (to hell with ending the sentence with a preposition). A few informal 
complaints from club reps and individuals have come into Lambda, and for various reasons we have been unable to look at them formally at this time. Don't 
take it as a vindictive warning Heather, but the number of complaints from a number of clubs, associations, etcetera warrants formal investigation in the 
coming issues. Better communication and a less-arrogant attitude must prevail. Mid-Term Grade C- 

Director of Bilingual Affairs Dominique Poulin : This position was created last year to better serve the bilingual constituency of the SG A^and Dominique 
has done a good job of developing and improving the bilingualism of the association. The Bilingual Week of Action was a good idea, and any lack of 
involvement should not be attributed to Dominique's lack of planning. How serious the SGA is with respect to bilingualism remains to be seen, but 
Dominique has been fulfilling her responsibilities thus far. Elle fait une bonne job. Mid- term Grade B 

Vice-President R.D. Hulst: R.D. was acclaimed to this position. That means no one else ran for it. That means that he really didn't have to establish or argue 

his stance on issues and concerns. That means that no one knows what R.D/s priorities were before, and what they are now. 

R.D. should get in the firing line with Filion more often. He must establish a more visible and vociferous role. He is an eloquent speaker and should put this 

to use by starting to speak. Rather than plan behind closed doors, he ought to come out and speak to us at Lambda or others if he has questions or concerns. 

I though perhaps he and Heather were drinking from the same flask, but you should keep in mind that he is an engineering major, and is prone to getting 

his head caught in the occasional door. 

(He'd have received a higher mark if he told us what R.D. stands for [to hell with ending a sentence with a preposition]) Mid-Term Grade C 

Director of Financial Affairs Sean Fitzpatrick: Sean seems to be doing a good job and pulling his weight. Getting the books in order from last year required 
a comparatively large amount of work, and Sean appears to be ensuring accountability with what he has to work.

Mid-term Grade B 

Overall, the SGA is doing its job, but (like anywhere else) some have had to pull up the slack for those slacking off. If the SGA better markets itself and the 
events it organizes, there should never be a need for full page ads listing its achievements so people will know what they've done. We at Lambda have given 
coverage to those achievements that warrant the label "newsworthy", but it is asinine to expect a half or three quarters of a page devoted to the 
implementation of the Differential Fees. 

It the SGA wants us to start reporting on them more, how about doing more to report about and telling us about events and concerts to report on (to hell 
with ending a sentence with a preposition).
